No. 107-ITC(PN)/72,—It has been reported that shipment of goods from ports 
ports in Japan has been delayed/affected following a dock strike in Japan from 
April, 1972. 

2. The question of revalidatlon of import licences affected by the dock strike 
has been considered and It has been decided that the import licences which expired 
during the period Aprll-June, 1972 and against which shipments could not be made 
due to dock strike In Japan, may be deemed to have been revalidated upto 30th 
September. 1972. 
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3. In the case of licences Issued under Yen Credit, extension in the validity 
period of licences will be limited upto 30th September, 1972 or the terminal date 
applicable to such credits, whichever Is earlier. 

4. It will not be necessary for the licence holders to approach the licen.sing 
authorities for revaUdatlon of licences under this Public Notice. The Customs 
authorities will, on the basis of this Public Notice treat the licences as having been 
revalidated accordingly. 

5. No grace period of 30 days will be allowed in respect of such revalidated 
licences.
